| lar is expended, it will be replaced.

As to the business side of conduct- 
j ing the affairs of the fourth city in the 
I world, Thompson has declared he will 


I endeavor, wherever possible, to sur- 
j round himself with successful business

i up four years of their lives to the work 
I of the city. 
Mayor Thompson has strong opin- 
| ions regarding Chicago's crime situa- 
| tioli. He has not yet gone into detail 
j as to what his remedies for the whole­ 
sale robberies, street hold-ups, 
etc., 
will be, but he has said that crime 
and immorality can and must be check­ 
ed by an honest and efficient police 
force. He intimated that he would try 
to get as chief of police a man, regard-
